in response to a control signal from a controller, for switching in or out an electrical 
damping element providing a negative resistance, wherein the electrical damping 
element is connected in series with the controller and the actuator; 

in claim 8 (claims 19 & 21 have similar allowable limitations), an actuator driver 
circuit comprising: a negative resistance including an input resistor, a first resistor and a 
second resistor; and at least one switch for selectively connecting the input resistor to the 
first resistor or the second resistor in response to a control signal from a controller, and 

in claim 9 (claim 12 has similar allowable limitations), an actuator driver circuit 
for actuating an actuator having a first terminal and a second terminal, the actuator driver 
circuit comprising a drive signal source connected to the first terminal of the actuator, 
and an electrical damping element having a negative resistance connected between the 
second terminal of the actuator and ground, wherein the first terminal is configured to 
receive the drive signal and is different from the second terminal. 

Claims 2, 4-7, 10, 11, 13-18 & 20 are dependent upon allowed base claims.
